As a student of Sacramento State 
College, ! believe you owe your 
readers an explanation of the rules 
of the so-called “Miss America” 
contest recently listed in our paper.

‘Model’ U.N. Meet 


The Sacramento State College 
student delegation, representing 
Iran, at Stanford University’s 
“Model” United Nations meeting 
April 26, 27, 28 has returned with 
a greater respect and understand- 
ing of U.N. activities and proced- 
ure. The SSC International Dis- 
cussion Group sponsored the dele- 
gation. 

The SSC delegates, with the dele- 
gates representing Indonesia and 
Cuba, presented a resolution to the 
General Assembly, and it was ac- 
cepted as follows: “We call for the 
imraediate establishment of a per- 
manent world police force, recruit- 
ed, financed, and trained by the 
United Nations. The details for 
said recruiting, financing, and 
training will be determined by the 
Political and Security Committee 
of the General Assembly. When 
the Security Council acts within 24 
hours against an aggression, the 
world police force is at its disposal. 
The world police force shall, how- 
ever, be directly responsible to the 
General Assembly when the Secur- 
ity Council fails to act within 24 
hours against an aggression.” 

Harry Fong and Shirley (Dit) 
Dittmar helped to form the Arab- 
ian and Asiatic caucus, which met 
with the Latin American countries. 
The purpose of the caucus was to 
pool the votes of the smaller coun- 
tries and to protect interests com- 
mon to them.

Sacramento State College New- 
man Club wil! present “Monsieur 
Vincent” on May 9 at 8:15 p.m. in 
the Saeramento High School Audi- 
torium. “Monsieur Vincent,” a 
French movie on the life of St. 
Vincent de Paul, is the winner of 
the three highest International 
Film Awards: Grand Prix Interna- 
tional of the Venice Biennial Film 
Exposition, Gran Prix du Cinema 
Francais and Grand Prix de la 
Presse Belge. The film was direct- 
ed by Maurice Cloche and stars 
Pierre Fresnay. 

The movie is about St. Vincent 
de Paul, a humbly born French 
priest who fled from the ease and 
luxury of a noble household in the 
17th century to devote himself to 
a long life of struggle against dis- 
ease, hunger, cruelty and prejudice. 
In an age of arrogant splendor and 
abject misery, he was the first to 
raise his voice and lift his hand on 
behalf of the disinherited and the 
abandoned, the first of the great 
social reformers. 

It had* been the life-long dream 
of director Maurice Cloche to bring 
this story to the screen. His great- 
est concern was to capture the 
spirit of that story, which is con- 
temporary and eternal; for, as he 
writes, “Human misery has no year 
—it has only seasons.” 

“Monsieur Vincent” was financed 
by the French people, who contrib- 
uted 100,000 francs. Catholics, Pro- 
testants and Jews helped to make 
it a success, and Pierre Fresnay, 
a Protestant, agreed to play the 
role of this Catholic saint at a cut- 
rate salary.

'Changes Poilcy 


| The basic policy in regards to en- 


| listment of college and high school 
| students in the California National 
| Guard has been relaxed by the Na- 
j tional Military Establishment, ac- 
caning to information received by 
| California National Guard Head- 
quarters. 

According to the rules now gov- 
/erning, college or high school stu- 
| dents may enlist in the California 
| National Guard up to the time the 
| local board mails an order to report 
| for induction. Thus, if a student 
| has been ordered for physical ex- 

amination or has been given a 
| physical examination but has not 
| been ordered for induction, he may 
enlist in the California National 
Guard. 

College or high school students 
; Who have been ordered to report 
| for induction or whose induction 
has been postponed are not eligible 
| for enlistment in the guard. 

| Registrants other than high 
school or college students are not 
| eligible to enlist in the guard after 
,they have been ordered to report 
| for their pre-induction physical ex- | 
|amination, the Adjutant General’s 
| Office reported. 

Current regulations do not per- 
mit registrants to enlist in the 
j; guard after the local board mails 
| notice to report for pre-induction 
physical.
